WHEREAS, This excellent guard/forward is a native of Clarksville; he graduated from

Clarksville High School and cheerfully signed to play with his beloved Governors; and

WHEREAS, In his sophomore season, 1998-1999, he scored 481 points, an average of

17.8 points per game, led Austin Peay in rebounding nineteen times, recorded twelve double-

doubles, led the team in blocked shots and was second in steals; and
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WHEREAS, Trenton was selected First Team All-Ohio Valley Conference, Ohio Valley

Conference “Newcomer of the Year,” a member of the OVC All-Newcomer team, OVC “Player

of the Week," and OVC “Newcomer of the Week”; and

WHEREAS, During his marvelous junior season, 1999-2000, this shooting wiz led the

Governors in scoring with 451 points, an average of 18.1 points per game; he also led the team

in rebounding, with an average of 7.4 rebounds per game, and assists, with an average of 5.2

assists per game. Those exceptional figures placed him fourth in Ohio Valley Conference in

scoring, fifth in the league in rebounding and second in assists; and

WHEREAS, Trenton was named a member of the NABC All-District team, First Team

All-Ohio Valley Conference, OVC “Player of the Week,” and Oneida Bingo and Casino Classic

Most Valuable Player; and

WHEREAS, In his stellar 2000-2001 senior season Trenton scored 693 points, an

average of 21. 7 points per game, had 249 rebounds, and ranked in the top five in the Ohio

Valley Conference in scoring, rebounds and assists; and

WHEREAS, He was named Playboy Magazine Pre-Season All-American, Associated

Press Honorable Mention All-American, National Association of Basketball Coaches All-District,

ESPN/ESPN.com National “Player of the Week,” Top of the Word Classic Most Valuable Player

and to the Dr. Pepper Classic All-Tournament Team; and

WHEREAS, Trenton was also named Ohio Valley Conference “Player of the Year,” OVC

“Male Athlete of the Year," First Team All-OVC, OVC All-Tournament, College Hoops Insider

OVC “Co-Player of the Year," OVC “Player of the Week” (twice), OVC “Co-Pre-Season Player of

the Year,” and Tennessee Sports Writers “College Basketball Player of the Year”; and

WHEREAS, He was also featured in Sports Illustrated's  “Hidden Gems” feature and

ESPN The Magazine; and
